ber. 
“Second—Reciprocal free trade be­ 
tween tho two countries in all agri­ 
cultural Implements, machinery, ve­ 
hicles and parts thereof. 
“Third—An Immediate lowering of 
the duties of all British imports to 
one-half the rates charged under the 
general tariff, whatever these may be. 
That any trade advantages given the 
United States in reciprocal trade re­ 
lations be extended to Great Britain. 
"Fourth—For such reduction of tho 
remaining preferential tariff as will 
insure the establishm ent of complete 
free trade between the Dominion and 
the mother country within ten years. 
"Fifth—That the 
farmers of this 
country are willing to face direct tax­ 
ation in such form as may be advis­ 
able to make up the revenue loss un­ 
der new tariff relations.”

W ashington, I>* o. 16.—Senator La­ 
fayette Young of Iowa gave the legls* 
la th e body of which Ii.* has been a 
member exactly ten days the surprise 
of its existence. 
He had prepared to 
make an attack on his colleague. Sena­ 
tor Cummins, who seeks passage of s 
concurrent resolution 
changing th! 
rules of the senate and house so as to 
permit 
piecemeal 
revision 
of 
th« 
Payne-Aldrich tariff law. This he did 
and more. 
Doffing bis toga, when he arose, he 
lectured the grave and dignified sen­ 
ators from the standpoint of an editor, 
which he is in private life 
The senate gasped and then laughed 
when Mr. Young told it that the coun 
try would feel relieved were congress 
to adjourn altogether for two "solid' 
years. 
It gasped again when he al­ 
luded to its members in breezy fash­ 
ion as “boys,” and when he declared 
that the editors of the country and not 
congress ruled the country the gal 
leries joined with senators in general 
hilarity. 
Senator Young’s speech, which oc 
cupied lese than an hour, commanded 
the strictest attention. 
The senatoi 
had prepared an address which w’a.1 
before him on his desk, but he seldom 
consulted the printed transcript. 
He 
warmed as he proceeded and, appar 
ently realizing that it might be at 
once his salutatory and his swan song 
he spoke his real thoughts on legis- 
lation and on the national legislature 
His reference to editors and print­ 
er’s ink as the real directors of the 
destiny of the nation was followed by 
disavowal of any intent to offend 
When he called his colleagues “boys’ 
he accompanied it with a wave of hi! 
hand. 


Quaint and Forceful Language. 
Standing in Senator Tillman’s place 
Mr. Young attracted general attention 
when he arose, not only because ol 
the novelty involved in a set speech 
from so new a senator, but because 
of the quaintness aad forcefulness ol 
his language as he warmed to hi* 
work. 
Mr. Y’oung opposed all efforts at re­ 
vision of the existing tariff law be­ 
cause, as he contended, the law pro­ 
tects the interests of the farmer. 
He 
had great fear, he said, that ultimate 
ly the adopiioa of the resolution would 
prove injurious to the great agricul 
tural interests. 
“The principal 
complaint against 
the tariff as regards prices," he said 
‘‘has had reference to the products ol 
the farm.

The public affairs committee of the 
Commercial club has been in corres­ 
pondence with the State of Minne­ 
sota Farmers Institute of the Uni­ 
versity Farm, at St. Paul, to secure 
a farmers’ institute at Brainerd the 
(latter part of March. 
In reply to the committee’s request, 
C. ll. Welch, the secretary 
of 
the 
board of administration, says: 
"We are pleased to see the way in 
which your business men propose to 
take hold of this institute and will 
certainly look for a large attendance. 
Will try to give you a date the lat­ 
ter part of March as you request. 
I 
wish to congratulate you on the suc­ 
cess of the congress recently held at 
Brainerd.” 
The above mentioned department 
is a branch of the agricultural school 
of the university. 
When desired and 
the proper arrangements 
are 
mad? 
they hold a farmers’ institute and 
provide the speakers and specialists 
necessary to give a thorough exposi­ 
tion covering such subjects as soil 
survey, stock breeding, selection of 
seeds, dairying and kindred subjects. 
The farmers institute as now man­ 
aged by our great University of Min­ 
nesota is a gradual growth 
of the 
splendid idea that this university and 
its grand beneficient series of exper­ 
iments and investigations is some­ 
thing in which the whole state shall 
share. 
Instead of locking up this 
data at the 
university 
and 
only 
releasing it in the class rooms, the 
professors and specialists go about as 
apostles of progress and meet the peo­ 
ple and especially the farmers at the 
institutes.

Business Etiquette. 
When a salesman or person seeking 
a business intel view presents his card 
at the entrance to a Chinese mer­ 
chant’s place of business the puss! 
bility of an audience depends alto­ 
gether u|K»n how he deports himself 
while awaiting the return of the card 
bearer. 
Should he be so indiscreet tis 
to put one foot over tin* twelve inch 
railing that Intervenes between the 
step and the doorway no manner of 
persuasion eau prevail upon the mer 
chant to grant him an interview. 
In ease he waits patiently in the 
space allotted to unknown callers this 
fact is noted, and he is usually ush­ 
ered in. 
Once in. there is still a more delicate 
matter to be disposed of, and in ease 
the newcomer is ignorant of the cus­ 
tom he fares ill with his errand. 
Im­ 
mediately upon the caller's entering 
and taking a seat a servant brings a 
.serving of tea, which includes a small 
cup for each person present. 
The 
point of etiquette demands that this 
tea shall not be touched until the guest 
is ready to depart, in ease the inter­ 
view lias been a pleasant one, in which 
ease the caller is supposed to take up 
and drink bis tea at parting, and at 
this signal all tile others do likewise. 
However, should it so happen that the 
Chinaman is not pleased with his call­ 
er and is in any way annoyed by him 
the merchant takes up the tea and be­ 


g in s to drink at once, w hie ii act is a 
direct and decided bint that till1 in­ 
terview is ended and has not been to 
the pleasure of the merchant.

T h a t Disclosed the Real Culprits. 


One day a servant employed by the 
proprietor of a big store near Japan 
bridge, in Yeddo, was scut with a heavy 
pack of valuable cotton goods on his 
back to a dyer in Honjo district. When 
the store's messenger reached Yoko- 
gawa street he was ready to seek rest. 
What more safe than the little grove 
of trees set about the stone statue of 
the god Jizo, the patron saint of trav­ 
elers and defenseless woman and chil­ 
dren. 
The somnolent porter awoke from a 
nap to find that his employer’s cotton 
had disappeared. 
In great distress he 
went to tile storekeeper and confessed 
that he had slept and that a robber 
had made off with the goods during his 
slumber. 
The master would not be­ 
lieve his story, saying that It would 
have been impossible for a robber to 
make off with so large a bundle in 
broad daylight. 
Unless the porter 
should pay for the lost goods he would 
have to go to prison, said the master. 
In despair the porter took counsel of 
Mayor O-oka. 
“You are certainly to blame for hav­ 
ing fallen asleep,” reproved the mayor, 
“but Jizo is equally to blame, for he 
is a god bound to protect every one 
who trusts in him, and in this instance 
he has betrayed you. 
I will have him 
arrested and brought before me for 
trial.” 
O-oka gave Immediate orders to bis 
court officers to go aud arrest the Jizo 
of Yokogawa street and bring him be­ 
fore tile mayor’s seat for trial.

when Jizo was placed before the plat­ 
form upon which sat the mayor. O-oka 
addressed the god In stern words. 
“You are a negligent fool, O Jizo!” 
he exclaimed in a voice loud enough 
for all to hear. 
"You are supposed 
to protect every one who believes In 
you and who renders tribute, yet this 
trusting porter here made a prayer to 
you, then fell asleep at your feet, and 
he was robbed while he slept. 
You 
stand accused of being an accomplice 
In this robbery 
Have you anything to 
say for yourself before I pass sen­ 
tence?” 
Mayor O-oka waited for a few mo­ 
ments as lf expecting the stony lips of 
Jizo to open in reply, but when no 
answer wus made by the god be pass­ 
ed sentence immediately. 
"Since you do not defend yourself I 
consider that you are guilty,” said his 
honor, "and I shall imprison you.” 
At this remarkable spectacle of a 
mayor passing sentence upon a stone 
god there was a titter of laughter. 
O-oka thundered in a voice of brass. 
“Who are all these people standing 
about here?” he inquired of his court 
officers. “Are they accomplices of Jizo 
or only plain thieves? They think this 
court is a penny show, and they laugh 
at the court’s orders. 
Shut all the 
gates at once!” 
The scared attendants hastened to 
shut tho gates of the courtroom. Then 
Mayor O-oka adjudged every man in 
the great crowd in contempt of court 
and fined each of them one tan (a kl 
mono length) of cotton cloth. The hun­ 
dreds thus suddenly found in contempt 
were happy that their punishment had 
been so light at least, and under bonds 
they hurried to their homes to bring 
back tho cloth fine. 
Before the day 
was done 700 pieces of cotton cloth 
had been presented before the mayor’s 
court, the name of each culprit being 
set down upon the one tau of cotton 
cloth which he presented. 
Before be would allow the 700 to go, 
however, O-oka retired with the por­ 
ter who had been robbed to an Inner 
chamber, and he asked tho porter to 
look over the 700 pieces of cotton 
cloth and see if he could identify any 
of them as having been once in the 
pack be had carried.

The Great Salt lake of Utah con 
tlnucs to he one of the greatest mys­ 
teries of nature. 
For sixty years its 
rise and fall have been studied by sci­ 
entists in nu effort to account for the 
dm ages, but as yet they have reached 
no satisfactory solution of the prob­ 
lem as to what is the principal cause 
of the doorcase in its depth. 
Those familiar with its depth and 
the shrinking iii its size each year 
assert that at the end of twenty years 
or so tho boil of the lake will lie near­ 
ly all exposed, with the possible ex­ 
ception of a few shallow pools of wa­ 
ter. 
Then perhaps tin* mystery cou- 
ncoted with it will be solved. 
In its dimensions the lake is really a 
sea, it being above seventy-five miles 
in length and fifty miles across at its 
greatest width, containing, therefore, 
over 2,ddo square miles of surface. 
Near the shores the water is so shal­ 
low that there are places where one 
may wade out from the beach for a 
distance of a mile, yet will not be im­ 
mersed up to his shoulders. 
Tin* buoyancy of the water is such 
that it is almost impossible for one 
to remain on bis feet at a greater 
depth, his body being lifted up as a 
strip of wood thrown into tin* water 
in a vertical or oblique direction like a 
dart is returned to Hie surface in a 
horizontal position. 
Indeed, it is believed the Great Salt 
lake will support more weight to a 
I given volume uf waler than even the 
Head sea. to which iii many respects 
| ii bears a striking similarity.

1 Ibm is the principal reason for tin* 
b uoyancy 
As the lake recedes lls 
b ottom i° G o w n to be composed of a 
heavy crust of salt, which is almost 
pun*, lying upon a stratum that con­ 
sists doeth of sand. 
In this respect 
tho bed of tin* lake is similar to some 
of tho d,‘sor ts in the southwest which 
o n c e co n t a i n e d bodies of water equal 
in size to that in Utah or even larger. 
It is known that tin* Great Salt lake 
loses a large quantity of water yearly 
by evaporation, but estimates of this 
quantity indicate that it is far less 
than that annually poured into the 
lake from the rivers and creeks enter 
ing it. 
So far as is known no natural outlet 
I exists, but tho lake supplies an irrigat­ 
ing system iii Hie country adjacent 
that requires a quantity of water year 
: Iv equal to a depth of four inc lies of 
I tho present area. This is a very small 
; proportion of the volume of water that 
! enters it through its feeders, so the 
j scientists know the water escapes in 
! some other manner than by the irri- 
! gallon canal or by evaporation.

In interesting influential persons in his 
proposal w as M elvin Vaniman, chief 
engineer o f tile America, a close stu- 
r,!l 
dent o f all things pertaining to aerial 
j navigation. 
To his inventive mind nre 
due many ingenious devices on the big 
dirigible. 


Vaniman’s Fertile Mind. 


For instance, on the second day out 
of A tlantic City tile motors w ere shut 
down w’hile the America was running 
before the wind, W ellman explaining 
It by w ireless by saying: 
“The equilibrator is Jerking on the 
airship as it leaps from w ave to wave, 
but no dam age bas boon done.”

bag when the heat of the midday sun 
would carry It to too great a h eigh t 
This device was Vanim an’s, nnd It 
w as his idea In filling the iron tanks 
of 
the 
equilibrator 
with 
gasoline 
that as the buoyancy of the airship 
grew less the tanks could lie hauled 
up nnd their contents 
used 
in 
the 
motors, thus gradually lessening the 
w eight to be carried. 
T he equilibra­ 
tor w as one of the chief problems of 
I the venture, nnd It was not surprising 
that it made trouble. 
W ith the tail 
of the equilibrator dragging over the 
I tops o f the w aves at a speed of twenty- 
five m iles an hour it would not lie safe 
I to run the engines of the airship and 
thus Increase its “Jerking.” 


Polar Ship Used. 


The America is the sam e airship 
that failed in its polar trips in 1907 
and 1909, but considerably enlarged. 
It is second in size to the largest Zep­ 
pelin. 
It Is 22.8 feet over all In length, 
with an extrem e diam eter of 52 feet. 
The gas bag volum e Is 345,000 cubic 
toot, giving a total lifting capacity of 
slightly more than 24.000 pounds—more 
than tw elve tons. 
The nacelle, or car 
In which tin* crew, instrum ents, motor 
aud supplies fire carried. Is 150 feet 
long and w eighs 4,500 pounds.

w hich the America Is equipped only 
tw o are intended for propelling pur­ 
poses. 
One of these is a four cylinder, 
70-80 horsepower, heavy duty engine 
on which the brunt o f propulsion oth­ 
er than that afforded by taking ad­ 
vantage o f the w’inds, if they are ea st 
erly in direction, will fall. 


One Motor In Reserve. 


An eight cylinder 2u0 horsepower 
motor is held in reserve, not to bo 
used unless the sm aller engine is un­ 
able to cope w ith the head resistance 
that may be occasioned by adverse or 
baffling breezes. 
Then 
there is an 
auxiliary ten horsepower motor, which 
Is intended to drive the air pump and 
naintain pressure w ithin the air bag 
at a constant level, and to this sm all 
engine is attached a tiny dynam o in­ 
tended to supply electric light to the 
car and its passengers. 
The America 
is propelled by tw o j 
pairs of tw in lam inated wood screw’s ; 
i eleven feet in diam eter, with a pitch I 
I o f about five and one-half feet aud a 
thrust o f 780 pounds. 
Each pair is 
direct-connected to the crnnk shaft of 
one of the duty motors, the forward 
set being turned by the 70-80 horse­ 
pow er engine. 
A few’ feet aft o f these 


I propellers is the second pair of screw s,J 
which w ill not be used except when 
occasion dem ands it. 
As it is uot designed to use tnese two 


I sets of propellers at the sam e time, 
except 
under 
extraordinary 
circum , j 
stances, the breakdown of one pair 
w ill not disable the ship. 
Extra crank 
shafts, propeller shafts and propellers 
are carried, and repairs or substitutes 
of broken parts may be made without 
stopping one or the other of the mo­ 
tors. 
How Airship Is Stocked. 


The Am erica carried food enough to 
last for thirty days, w ater enough for 
forty, gas enough in the giant envelope 
to keep her in the air for fifty days-

Profit by French Accident. 


The accident which sent a French 
dirigible tum bling out o f Hie air, kill 
lag its entire crew , happened because 
o f a splintered 
propeller. 
A 
flying 
w edge of wood. hurled upward, tore a 
long rent through tile gas envelope. 
Vaniman noted that accident also, and 
when he w as choosing propellers for 
the America he chose a model com 
posed o f finely joined layers of wotxl 
selected for tile perfection of their 
grains, nnd alternating between two 
different kinds, a French walnut and 
a French mahogany 
Then, to add still more certainty of 
escape from harm from that source, a 
stroug linen envelope w as woven to 
fit the whole blade, the envelope being 
slipped on like a glove and then glmsl 
down, tin* glut* being forced through 
the cloth ofter its adjustm ent by com 
pressed air 
T he explosion o f gas bags In the air 
has been a constant source of trouble 
to balloonists, both o f the dirigible 
and drifting kinds. 
W ellman made a 
special study of envelope materials. 
H e refused to follow Zeppelin in tho 
use o f an alum inium casing over in 
terior balloons, because he said it gave 
on initial w eight which cut very seri 
ously into the net lifting power. 
The 
ordinary balloon cloth of rubber and 
silk allowed too much filtration o f gas 
for anything like a transatlantic cruise 
W ellman tried tw o layers of rubber 
and one of cotton and one of silk 
Fi 
nally his perfected material. In use 
on the America, is. so he asserted be­ 
fore sailing, at once the lightest and 
the most air tight covering In use any­ 
w here in Hie world, giving him tw ice 
the net lifting force, with hnlf the bal 
loon area o f any o f the Zeppelin mod 
els.
